Holes gaping 
in downtown 
office market

The shakers and movers behind a giant chunk of the 


downtown Lincoln rental market are variously content, 
guardedly optimistic, downright gloomy or not talking. 


Reason: Holes — some gaping holes—began to open up 


last week in downtown office buildings when state employes 
packed up and moved into the new state office building. 


By early February, 46 agencies and 1,835 employes will 


have relocated in their $20 million quarters at 315 Centennial 
Mall South. 


The space they're vacating,, if it were all plopped down 


on a flat area, would fill more than five football fields. The 
rent that state government won't pay private landlords 
anymore amounts to more than 188,000 a month. 
, 


Some building managers, owners and real estate agents 


said they already have fairly firm prospects lined up, expec- 
ting only a temporary downtime. Others say they're op- 
timistic about renting their space out soon. Still more say the 
office lights could be, blacked out above gathering dust for 
possibly a year or more

"To me, it's disastrous," Lyle W. Hansen lamented. The 


State Insurance Department moved out of the building he 
owns at 1225 L. Two of the four floors will become vacant. 
That gives Hansen a 10,799-square-foot headache. 


"I have noticed where others in a similar position aren't 


nervous," Hansen said "However, they have their buildings 
paid for. I don't. I depend on my rental income to maintain 
financial stability." 


"Lord knows when I'll be able to get it rented again," 


Hansen said. He has no prospects, despite a two-month run- 
ning newspaper ad and a giant sign on the building. "I 
probably haven't had four people call me." The pair of floors 
could remain empty up to a year," he added. 


What about the effect of suddenly massive space 


available on the market price? 


Hansen says he's "offered it down as low as $4 50" a' 


square foot compared to the ¥4.95 rate that now gets him $4,- 
598 monthly. Ironically, he had a float a rate cut at a time 
when "all my expenses have gone up" because of inflation.

The "main thing" in a successful future for downtown

Ellendale, Minn. (AP) —Roger Johnson, a 


40-year-old mentally retarded man, went 
home and cried after he was barred from 
school. 


School administrators feared it wasn't 


legal for him to be there 


For the last nine years, Johnson spent 


several hours a day at the school running 
errands, sweeping up and helping manage 
athletic teams in this one-stoplight communi- 
ty in southern Minnesota. 


He swept the basketball court at balftime 


and rode the school bus to out-of-town games. 
He even got a letter — a big "E" — just like 
'the athletes received. 


Principal Larry Jablinski, 28, was brand- 


new at the school this fall when he told John- 
son to leave the cafeteria on the first day of 
classes, saying the retarded man had no 


business there. Johnson's parents, who paid 
for a school meal ticket for their son, went to 
see Jablinski to discuss the matter. 


They were told the problem was one of 


legal liability. School District Superintendent 
Gerhart Dammel, also new in Ellendale this 
year, backed Jablinski and later lined up sup- 
port from the school board. 


They said Johnson might not be covered by 


the district's insurance policy so he should be 
kept away from school. 


"What if he fell or had a heart attack in the 


school?" Dammel asked. "We'd have to be 
sure the district wasn't liable for him." 


Dammel said the administrators checked 


with the district's insurance company about 
Johnson. The company said it didn't know if 
Johnson would be covered, Dammel said, and 
told the district to check with a lawyer. 


But the district didn't. Explained Dammel: 


"If the insurance company doesn't know if 
he's covered, we don't want to take a 
chance." 


Dammel also said Johnson, who is 6-foot-2 


and weighs 130 pounds, could create a distur- 
bance walking in the halls among 
kindergarten students. "If you had a child in 
the lunchroom, would you want someone like 
Johnson touching him or talking to him?" 
Dammel asked. 


Tom Macy, a counselor with the state's 


division of vocational rehabilitation in 
Owatonna, said Johnson's case is not unique. 
He knows of a retarded person in almost 
every rural community in the state who lives 
at home, does not work and is protected and 
encouraged by the community.

Coach Dick Tracy 
called Johnson "kind, great with children and 
a willing worker. 


"Roger liyes for the kids and lives for the 


school," he said. "It's a shame he can't spend 
time aound here, but that's the way it is. The 
administrators are concerned about the 
legalities."

Pri Minister Takeo Miki easily won his own 
lower house seat, but he faced a stiff post­ 
election challenge from archrival Takeo 
Fukuda, who wants to take over from Miki as 
LDP leader and prime minister. Fukuda, who 
resigned as deputy prime minister before 
Sunday’s voting for the Diet, Japan’s parlia­ 
ment, also kept his seat. 
Former Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka,

Once when a jab of his baton produced a par­ 
ticularly dissonant chord, he admitted the result 
was “ less than perfect." 
Big Bird claims to have a perfect memory — 
“ but I never remember anything," he adds. The 
audience helped him sing a number entitled 
“ What’s the name of that song?” The lyrics are 
mostly "La-Da-Dee-Da-Dee-Da,” to fill in for the 
words he can't recall. 
While the orchestra played "Honk Goes the 
Weasel,” he succeeded in missing each musical cue 
while supplying the “ honks" on a bulb horn 
“ This is an extremely rare Stradivarius,” he 
quipped. "Stradivarius didn’t make too many bulb 
horns.” 
Big Bird spent about half of his time making en­ 
trances and exits. In between his infectuous 
foolishness, the Lincoln Symphony under the direc­ 
tion of its real conductor, Robert Emile, performed 
in a more serious vein. 
Ten young violinists trained by the Suzuki 
method performed concertos by Bach and Vivaldi 
with precision and verve. 
Giving learned narration to Benjamin Britten's 
“ Young People's Guide to the Orchestra” was John 
Holyoke, age 10 
Hie audience — about 50% under the age of 10 
— was constantly awiggle, but well behaved. 
But convulsive giggles did erupt now and then

When asked which character is the real Carroll 
Spmney. he replied without hesitation. “ Oscar,” 
and growled But hts eyes said he was lying 
He likes being Big Bird because the kids love 
him “ I’m one of them (the kids),” he explained 
When Big Bird sings “ Everyone Makes 
Mistakes,” kids can identify with him.

Ellendale, Minn. (AP) — Roger Johnson, a 
40-year-old mentally retarded man, went 
home and cried after be was barred from 
school.

They said Johnson might not be covered by 
the district's insurance policy so he should be 
kept away from school. 
“ What if he fell or had a heart attack in the 
school'1” Dammel asked “ We’d have to be 
sure the district wasn't liable for him.”

amazed" at reports that foreign govern- 
ment agents had given money to members 
of Congress, allegations that are now un- 
der investigation in the Justice Depart- 
ment. 


He said he would appoint an ad hoc com- 


mittee to look into a new code of ethics for 
the House, including the use of office 
phones which some members have main- 
tained from special donations or by diver- 
ting unused campaign funds to the office 
accounts. 


O'Neill said he wanted the special com- 


mittee to look into anything that "gives a 
blemish to this Congress." 
- He made his comments in answer to 
reporters' questions after he had appeared 
before a caucus of 47 newly elected 
Democrats to describe his expectations as 
speaker. O'Neill is unopposed to succeed 
retiring speaker Carl Albert when the full 
Democratic caucus convenes Monday.

Johanna accompanied police Sunday to a house that poll 
thought might have been used as a hideout, but she could n 
recognize the house.

She said she spent one night in the bed squeezed between the 
man and woman, one night with the woman alone and one night 
with the man. She said she was not molested or threatened. 
She said she did not know her kidnapers but that they 
appeared to know her family well. Police said the kidnapers — 
perhaps more than two — may have been acquainted with some 
family members either directly or indirectly. Berbers, who has 
lived in Belgium for 25 years, lives in a large house in a well-to- 
do suburb. 
The girl’s parents received a call from a woman who said 
Johanna had been'kidnaped and asked for $1.35 million in ran­ 
som. The woman warned the girl would be killed if police were 
alerted. Police clamped a news blackout on the case, but not 
before the story leaked out. 
The parents, in frequent communication with the kidnapers, 
who negotiated in French, were repeatedly threatened on the 
telephone.

told. ” We’ll liquidate her. It will soon be a corpse.” 
Berbers said the family did not hear from the kidnapers on 
Thursday and feared the worse.

The girl’s letter was found Saturday night in a public phone 
booth. But the letter was incorrectly dated and the father said 
he then tested the kidnapers with a question only his daughter 
would know. An answer came back that satisfied the family. 
Berbers' private chauffeur left Saturday night with two 
plastic bags of cash weighing 66 pounds. He first drove to a 
lakeside cafe near the Berbers’ home where he found a note 
that instructed him to leave the money in a wooden shanty on 
the other side of the city. He drove there and left the bags 
behind the shack but saw no one, authorities said. 
The ransom, while large, is far from a record. Montoneros 
guerrillas received $60 million for two Argentine businessmen

By 61-337o, the American 
people expect President-elect 
Jimmy Carter to do a good-to- 
excellent job in the White 
House, in this latest Harris 
Survey of 1,330 adults 
nationwide. There is every 
sign across America that the 
country is now prepared to 
forget the partisanship of the 
recent election and to give the 
newly elected Democrat the 
benefit of any doubts. 
Mindful of the fact that 
Carter lost the white vote by 
52-48% but won the black vote 
by 87-13%, the most widely 
held view is that he will in­ 
itiate programs to help the dis­ 
advantaged:

— By 75-12%, a sizable 
majority is convinced that 
Jimmy* Carter will “ put in 
programs to help the poor and 
less privileged people in 
America.” A lopsided 85-3% 
majority of blacks feels that 
this will happen. 
— By 69-13%, a sizable 
majority believes that Carter 
will “ give blacks and other 
minorities a better break.” An

these expectations. 
Clearly,

minorities, whose hopes were 
long dormant and discouraged 
under Republican administra­ 
tion. 
The public is also highly op­ 
timistic that Carter will be 
able to increase the respect in 
which people hold the federal 
government: 
— By 58-22%, a majority is 
convinced that he will “ restore 
public confidence in the 
federal government.” 
— An even higher 64-17% 
majority believes he will “ im­ 
prove confidence in the White 
House.”

Americans also think that the 
new President will “ raise the 
moral tone of government in 
the country.” 
— By 51-26%, a majority also 
feels that Carter will “ bring 
the country back together 
again.” 
Taken together, these views 
indicate that the public expects 
a Carter administration that is 
inspirational in style, with high 
moral purpose and integrity. 


There is also widespread 
public belief that President­ 
elect Carter will make first- 
rate appointments to high of­ 
fice, a view held by a 58-15% 
majority In addition, a 58-23% 
majority is convinced that he 
will “ consult with the people 
more than any president in re­ 
cent times.” 
If the public holds high 
expectations about the

North wind, heating bill turn fierce 
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When your bank i s cl osed, 
town and busi ness creak 
Towner, N.D. (U PI) — What happens in a 
town when its only bank — which Is not federal­ 
ly insured — suddenly is closed? 
It happened in Towner, where the new 
stone-fronted Pioneer State Bank, most im­ 
pressive building on the four-block-long main 
street, was shut down by state officials Nov. 26 
for an investigation of its financial health, with 
emphasis on questionable loans. 
Suddenly no one in this sandy-hlll ranch 
country of north central North Dakota could 
write checks on the bank. 
Business dropped off sharply and the 900 
residents of Towner and about 12,000 others in 
the area grew worried and discouraged. Many 
people in the area have their life savings in the 
Pioneer Bank. 
Mayor Bill Domres’ wife and a friend 
walked through town in rad “ Santa and Mrs. 
Santa” suits handing out candy to the kids to 
take people's minds off their money worries. 
Things finally began brightening over the 
weekend. Shoppers who managed to get money 
were out moving around in the little communi­ 
ty which stretches a few blocks either side of 
North Dakota Highway 14. 
Along the business district are three 
grocery stores, a drug store, two clothing 
stores, a variety store, a leather shop, two 
hardware stores, three gas stations, a bakery, 
barber shop, beauty shop, laundromat, a cou­ 
ple of car dealers and four taverns. 
Mrs. Domres, who helps her husband with 
its jobs as mayor and publisher of the Mouse 
River Farmers Press, and Mrs. Bill Hutton got 
the idea of giving out candy to the children to 
help the holiday mood. 
“ They walked all over handing out candy,” 


Domres said, "up and down streets, through 
the stores, schools and the courthouse to take 
people's minds off their worries about the 
bank.” 
The state-owned Bank of North Dakota 
loaned money to the county and town 
governments to meet payrolls. Merchants 
were liberal in giving credit and taking 
Pioneer State Bank checks to cash later. Some 
residents borrowed money from neighboring 
banks.' Elderly people got Social Security 
checks. 


“ People are starting to shop again, a little 
money is flowing and the attitude in town is 
better,’’ the mayor said. 
The investigation of the bank is not 
expected lo be completed until the end of the 
week but there was optimism that the bank 
will be solvent and reopen. The Pioneer Bank 
owners and another group also planned to file 
applications for a new charter for a bank to be 
covered by the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. 
J Edin White, president of the Tallahassee 
(Fla.) Savings and Loan Association, sent $1.- 
200 to Domres for Christmas toys for the 
youngsters in Towner. 
Domres said a woman in Cincinnati, Ohio, 
also telephoned him and said some clubs she 
and her husband belong to could send several 
hundred dollars to help give the kids a better 
Christmas. 
“ It certainly was a generous offer," 
Domres said, “ but I told her I thought we could 
make sure our children have a good Christmas 
and encouraged her to send the money to 
someone who needs it more than we do.”

Milan, Italy (AP) - Leftist 
extremists have threatened to 
disrupt Tuesday’s televised 
opening of the opera season at 
the famous La Scala opera 
house, saying it is just an occa­ 
sion for the rich to show off 
before a nation struggling with 
inflation and unemployment. 
Leftist groups have raided 
movies houses several times 
recently, demanding cut-rate 
tickets.

Some weeks back Carter talent 


recruiter Hamilton Jordan was quoted as 
saying that if the new administration 
ends"tip naming a Cyrus Vance or a 
Zbigtttew Brzezinski to top posts "we 
wijljjave failed." 
.. • Jordan was speaking in defense of 
the ^effort to bring new talent to 
Washington. 


Last week the president-elect 


riorninated Cyrus Vance as secretary of 
state 'to succeed Henry Kissinger and the 
nomination brought down the house. 
Vance's appointment was acclaimed by 
Kissinger and the Kremlin and in the 
capitals of western Europe. It received 
bipartisan support in Congress. If the 
rave notices are any indications, no one 
else"Should have even been considered 
let alone named for that top job; it was 
as'if Vance was the beloved crown prince 
waiting for the old man to abdicate. 


. '^nd if the reaction to the appoint- 


ment" is an indication, Americans are 
probably fortunate that a person of such 
reputed ability was drawn into the new 
government. 


But the Vance appointment does lead 


to an inescapable conclusion: foreign af- 
fairs talent in any administration will be 
drawn from what is known as the foreign 
policy establishment — people outside of 
which are suspiciously regarded as new 
boysr without credentials incapable of 
making their way abroad. 
- The Carter team, despite making 
what is almost universally regarded as a 
brilliant choice, did "fail," using Jor- 
dan's' word, to break the Washington in- 


siders' circle with regard to the state 
department appointment. The post went 
to one of the leading members of the 
Democratic government in exile; one 
expected to be named when a Democrat 
returned to the White House; and a 
member of the same group of admittedly 
brilliant advisors and government ad- 
ministrators who gave us the Vietnam 
war. 


Perhaps it is good that. Carter went 


to an able administrator, negotiator and 
troubleshooter who knows the ropes in- 
side and out and can listen as well as talk 
and who can take orders rather than 
hogging the limelight. Perhaps the 
world is too sophisticated now to have 
the state department plum be given as a 
political reward or on the basis of princi- 
ple with experience and acceptability to 
the establishment secondary criterion. 


But it is not a .very comforting 


thought that the man who campaigned as 
an outsider and promised new talent is 
Irresistibly drawn to the inside when it 
comes to filling the top appointive job. It 
is not very comforting to realize that a 
president-elect has so few options in 
choosing a secretary of state, that the 
talent pool is so small. 


This is not to say that Vance is not a 


great- appointment. His reputation 
doubtless is deserved and he may well be 
the kind of secretary of state Carter 
wants and needs and his service may be 
benficial to the nation. 


But where is Mr. Outside? 
' 


Nowhere, because there probably 


isn't any room for him. 


Suicide postponed 


'The U.S. Supreme Court's stay of 


Gilmore's execution brought 


nothing but /sarcastic remarks from a 
displeased and obviously disturbed 
Gilmore and no doubt was offensive to 
those, Americans who can't wait for the 
firing squad to get ready, take aim and - 
fire. 


The high court wants Utah officials 


to answer charges that Gilmore did not 
intelligently or competently waive his 
right to an appeal of the murder convic- 
tion which resulted-in his sentence of 
death. Depending on the State of Utah's 
answer, the Supreme Court can either 
fully hear an argument of the con- 
stitutional questions involved — which 
could drag out the case indefinitely—or 
allow Utah to get on with the execution. 


Capital punishment is not at issue 


here, as we understand it. Rather, the 
question is if Gilmore was given the ad- 
vantage of all rights due whether he- 
wanted the protection or not. 


For death -penalty fans, this is an" 


irritating, unwarranted delay. The court 


has intervened in the state's legal right 
to be as barbarous as Gilmore was.. 


We're glad the execution was post- 


poned awhile longer. The 'stay is worse 
punishment for Gilmore, who is a 
coldblooded killer, and.it might .allow 
passions to subside — for awhile, at 
least. 
, 


As Gilmore's rendezvous with the 


firing squad neared, he had become 
somewhat of a pop hero with some while 
others thirsted for his death and a 
massive clearing out of death rows all 
across the nation. Public figures such as 
John Connally of Texas were moved to 
speak kindly of the death penalty. Con- 
nally thinks public-or televised: 
executions would be a good deal. 
., It is probably a-futile hope,'but 
perhaps the Supreme Court has bought 
some time for Americans to rethink the 
capital punishment question. There is 
not much time, of course. Texas is 
polishing its four electric chairs. The 
first of scores of condemned men and 
women in that state is scheduled to get 
zapped within days. 


Surprising Problem 


New York — There are enough ominous 


problems to worry about in this cruel world 
without borrowing trouble. It's altogether 
likely, therefore, that not "one American in a 
thousand has ever bothered himself about the 


• nation's northern" border. Tfhy should 


anyone? 


That border is largely open. The big, 


bustling country beyond it is mostly friendly. 
They have the Olympics up there occasional- 
ly. Professional baseball and ice hockey, 
skiers and tourists flow back and forth as if 
the two countries were one. Who needs to 
worry about Canada? 


But with a suddenness as startling to 


most Americans as if, say, California had 
just voted an independence party into office, 
Canada has thrust jtself into American 
headlines, and not happily. 


In what must have been one of the biggest 


voting turnabouts ever recorded in any 
democratic electorate, the province of 
Quebec gave 41% of the vote and 69 of 110 
parliamentary seats to. the separatist Parti 
Quebecois, an enormous gain from the 30% 
and only six seats the party won three years 
ago. The provincial Liberals, who had held 
102 seats, lost an incredible 74 of them and 
feU to 33% of the vote. A right-wing third par- 
ty, took 19% of the vote and 11 seats. 


Only the size of the separatist victory 


was apparently unexpected in Canada, But in 
the United States, where ignorance about and 
indifference toward Canada are epidemic, 
toe result was stunning to anyone woo paid 
attention. The actual partition of Canada into 
two countries — one of them geographically 
dividing the other — bad become a real 
possibility, if not an immediate prospect 


Since toe essential onion of toe United 


States las been settled since IMS, if s hard 
for Americans even to concave of such a 
break-up of Canada. But once the idea gets 
through, it leads inevitably to what has never 
had to tie an American concern — the securi- 
ty of toe northern border. 


Not even Rene Levesqne, the Parti 


Qnebecois leader, suggests that separation is 
likely any ttme soon. The election was by no 
means a referendum on the issue, the PQ did 
not wina majority of the popular vote and Jhe 
votes it did get were not all separatist. High 
unemployment under the provincial liberal 
government was a major issue, and so was 
the recent disarray of toe Liberal govern- 
ment of Pierre Elliott Tradean in Ottawa. 


Levesqoe's long-term plan, aevertbetess, 


is for a separate and independent state in

York suggested that the greatest danger lies 
in shrewd gradualist tactics by the PQ, 
rather than in a single showdown referendum 
vote. 


American historical memories are 


burdened, of course, by one of the biggest and 
bloodiest civil wars in history on the issue of 
secession. But Prime Minister Trudeau 
already has said that UK federal government 
of Canada will not resort to force to keep 
Quebec in the Canadian confederation. 


Nevertheless, the situation to the north 


can no longer be taken for granted by con- 
cerned Americans. The triumph of the PQ in 
Quebec threatens, at the least, a greater 
degree of regionalism hi Canada. Levesque's 
first move apparently will be to negotiate 
with Ottawa on the issue of more provincial 
autonomy for Quebec. If he wins it — and to 


• deny.it probably would increase separatist 


sentiment in that province —other Canadian 
provinces probably would seek similar 
status.' 


If the authority of the central govern- 


ment in Canada is therefore diminished, its 
ability to function as a foreign policy and 
hemispheric security partner with the United 
States might be unpaired, too. Greater 
regionalism could even threaten the ability of 
Canada to defend itself against foreign 
threats, which would almost sorely be threats 
to the security of toe United States. 


Nor, despite an essential Canadian- 


American friendship lasting for generations, 
would it be historically unprecedented if a na- 
tion threatened with internal discord even- 
tually tried to snrmopnt it by an external 
policy — in Canada's case, an active anti- 
Americanism to play on Canadian 
resentments toward an overwhelming 
neighbor. 


AH that may be seeing ghosts, but at least 


one good result seems possible from the 
Quebec election. If enough Americans have 
been caused to think, for once, about the im- 
portance to the United States or a stable, 
peaceful, prosperous Canada, a more 
enlightened economic and political attitude in 
this country nngM yet nelp its neignbor to the 
north through a challenging period.

to President Ford, Secretary 
of the Treasury William Simon 
and Federal Reserve Board 
Chairman Arthur Burns by 
Harold Lever, a member of the 
British Cabinet, dining a re- 
cent visit to Washington. 


Lever, who is also the Labor 


government's senior financial 
adviser, was seat to 
Washington to appeal to the 
UJS. government to persuade 
the IMF to ease its conditions. 


The United States is one of 


the leading members of the 
129-natian IMF, and the British

Germany, France and other 
members to ease the terms the 
IMF has proposed for the 
requested |3.S billion loan. 


These terms call for stiff 


anti-inflationary measures, in- 
cluding a sharp cot in govern- 
ment spending and increased 
taxes. Britain now faces a 
government budget deficit of 
at least $14 billion in the next 
fiscal year. Its inflationary 
rate is naming at 14%. 


Treasury Secretary Simon 


and his counterparts in Paris 
and Bonn think the Labor 
government should cot tack on 
some of its Social welfare 
expenditures, which are con- 
sidered way beyond what it can 
afford during the present 
economic crisis. 


The British government's 


position, as explained by Lever 
in Washington, is that Ibe IMF 
terms would have a serious 
deflationary effect on Britain's 
economy. This could lead to a 
farther increase in unemploy- 


ment, already topping one 
million, or 5.4% of the British 
workforce. , 


The Labor government also 


fears that a cat in welfare 
expenditares would upset the 
so-called "social contract" 
with the British unions under 
which the latter have been 
holding down wage increases 
in return fro assurances the 
government will continue its 
Socialist programs. 


Rather than dsk a split in 


the Labor Party which could 
lead to the downfall of the 
government, Prime Minister 
James Callaghan would, Lever 
warned Washington, resort to 
farther cots in defense expen- 
ditures, especially those in- 
volving Britain's contribution 
to NATO. 


The Labor government feels 


Britain already is contributing 
more than its fair share of the 


NATO burden. It spends more 
of its gross national income on 
defense than the French or 
West Germans. The foreign 
exchange cost of maintaining 
British-troops in West Ger- 
many last year totalled SO 
million pounds (more than $900 
million). 


Washington was told that if 


Ihe IMF insists on the cats in 
British government expen- 
ditares that it has demanded as 
a condition for the loan, U will 
have the following three con- 
sequences: 


(1) - A drive to trade 


protectionism; 


t(29 — An almost immediate 


cat in defense expenditures; 


<3) — A farther increase in 


government intervention in 
British industry. 


These implied threats do not 


yel appear to have had the 
desired effect on the Ford ad- 
ministration, While President 
Ford has expressed sympathy 
with Britain's economic plight, 
no firm assurances have yet 


been forthcoming that the 
United States will urge an 
easing of the IMF terms. 


Simon is considered in London 
to be the hard-liner in the U.S. 
government on Ibe need for 
cutbacks in British Socialist 
welfarism. 


Britain is in desperate need 


of the IMF loan before the end 
of this year, so that it cannot 
wait for the Carter administra- 
tion, even if the latter were 
disposed to be more lenient. 


In appealing to the Fotd ad- 
ministration to trust the 
moderates in the British Labor 
Party and give them a litUe 
more time to pet Britain's 
economic house in order, 
Lever presented an optimistic 
forecast of Britain's future. He 
predicted a trade sarplos 
before the end of next year and 
a big stilus in 197S. He 
farther believes mat within a 
decade, Britain wH1 again be a 
prosperous nation.

So me weeks back Carter talent 
recruiter Hamilto n Jo rdan was quo ted as 
say ing that if the new administratio n 
ends'Up naming a Cy rus Vance o r a 
Zbig tUew Brzezinski to to p po sts “ we 
will hav e failed." 
> Jo rdan was speaking in defense o f 
the ¡effo rt to bring new talent to 
Washing to n. 
Last week the president-elect 
no minated Cy rus Vance as secretary o f 
stateto succeed Henry Kissing er and the 
no minatio n bro ug ht do wn the ho use. 
Vance’s appo intment was acclaimed by 
Kissing er and the Kremlin and in the 
capitals o f western Euro pe. It receiv ed 
bipartisan suppo rt in co ng ress. If the 
rav e no tices are any indicatio ns, no o ne 
else Sho uld hav e ev en been co nsidered 
let alo ne named fo r that to p jo b; it was 
as if Vance was the belo v ed cro wn prince 
waitipg fo r the o ld man to abdicate. 
^nd if the reactio n to the appo int­ 
ment is an indicatio n, Americans are 
pro t^ably fo rtunate that a perso n o f such 
reputed ability was drawn into the new 
g o v ernment. 
But the Vance appo intment do es lead 
to an inescapable co nclusio n: fo reig n af­ 
fairs talent in any administratio n will be 
drawn fro m what is kno wn as the fo reig n 
po licy establishment — peo ple o utside o f 
which are suspicio usly reg arded as new 
bo y s,witho ut credentials incapable o f 
making their way abro ad. 
The Carter team, despite making 
what is almo st univ ersally reg arded as a 
brilliant cho ice, did “ fail," using Jo r­ 
dan’s wo rd, to break the Washing to n in­ 


siders’ circle with reg ard to the state 
department appo intment. The po st went 
to o ne o f the leading members o f the 
Demo cratic g o v ernment in ex ile; o ne 
ex pected to be named when a Demo crat 
returned to the White Ho use; and a 
member o f the same g ro up o f admittedly 
brilliant adv iso rs and g o v ernment ad­ 
ministrato rs who g av e us the Vietnam 
war. 
Perhaps it is g o o d that Carter went 
to an able administrato r, neg o tiato r and 
tro ublesho o ter who kno ws the ro pes in­ 
side and o ut and can listen as well as talk 
and who can take o rders rather than 
ho g g ing the limelig ht. Perhaps the 
wo rld is to o so phisticated no w to hav e 
the state department plum be g iv en as a 
po litical reward o r o n the basis o f princi­ 
ple with ex perience and acceptability to 
the establishment seco ndary criterio n. 
But it is no t a .v ery co mfo rting 
tho ug ht that the man who campaig ned as 
an o utsider ami pro mised new talent is 
Irresistibly drawn to the inside when it 
co mes to filling the to p appo intiv e jo b. It 
is no t v ery co mfo rting to realize that a 
president-elect has so few o ptio ns in 
cho o sing a secretary o f state, that the 
talent po o l is so small. 
This is no t to say that Vance is no t a 
g reat appo intment. His reputatio n 
do ubtless is deserv ed and he may well be 
the kind o f secretary o f state Carter 
wants and needs and his serv ice may be 
benficial to the natio n. 
But where is Mr. Outside? 
No where, because there pro bably 
isn’t any ro o m fo r him. 


Suic ide pos tpone d 


The U.S. Supreme Co urt’s stay o f 
Gary Gilmo re’s ex ecutio n bro ug ht 
no thing but sarcastic remarks fro m a 
displeased and o bv io usly disturbed 
GHmo re and no do ubt was o ffensiv e to 
tho se Americans who can’t wait fo r the 
firing squad to g et ready , take aim and 
fire. 


The hig h co urt wants Utah o fficials 
to answer charg es that Gilmo re did no t 
intellig ently o r co mpetently waiv e his 
rig ht to an appeal o f the murder co nv ic­ 
tio n which resulted in his sentence o f 
death Depending o n the State o f Utah’s 
answer, the Supreme Co urt can either 
fully hear an arg ument o f the co n­ 
stitutio nal questio ns inv o lv ed — which 
cou ld drag o ut the case indefinitely — o r 
allo w Utah to g et o n with the ex ecutio n. 
Capital punishment is no t at issue 
here, as we understand it. Rather, the 
questio n is if Gilmo re was g iv en the ad­ 
v antag e o f all rig hts due whether he 
wanted the pro tectio n o r no t. 


Fo r death penalty fans, this is an 
irritating , unwarranted delay . The co urt 


has interv ened in the state’s leg al rig ht 
to be as barbaro us as Gilmo re was. 
We’re g lad the ex ecutio n was po st­ 
po ned awhile lo ng er. The stay is wo rse 
punishment fo r Gilmo re, who is a 
co ldblo o ded killer, and it mig ht allo w 
passio ns to subside — fo r awhile, at 
least. 
As Gilmo re’s rendezv o us with the 
firing squad neared, he had beco me 
so mewhat o f a po p hero with so me while 
o thers thirsted fo r his death and a 
massiv e clearing o ut o f death ro ws all 
acro ss the natio n. Public fig ures such as 
Jo hn Co nnally o f Tex as were mo v ed to 
speak kindly o f the death penalty . Co n­ 
nally thinks public o r telev ised 
ex ecutio ns wo uld be a g o o d deal. 
It is pro bably a futile ho pe, but 
perhaps the Supreme Co urt has bo ug ht 
so me time fo r Americans to rethink the 
capital punishment questio n. There is 
no t much time, o f co urse. Tex as is 
po lishing its fo ur electric chairs. The 
first o f sco res o f co ndemned men and 
wo men in that state is scheduled to g et 
zapped within day s.

New York - There are en ou gh omin ou s 
problems to worry abou t íq this cru el world 
withou t borrowin g trou ble.

Ev en those who argu e that 
he shou ld be pu n ished for his 
action s ou ght to be satisfied to 
keep him aliv e. Un less he’s the 
best con man in the history of 
crime, he con siders life behin d 
bars to be greater pu n ishmen t 
than death. So if it’s pu n ish­ 
men t y ou wan t, y ou got it. 
You wan t rev en ge? You got 
it. He’s su fferin g n ow. 
A deterren t? You can fin d 
statistics to argu e the case 
either way . Capital pu n ish­ 
men t certain ly does n ot deter 
the Gary Gilmores amon g u s.

Washin gton — How to get a 
bigger piece of the pie while 
the gettin g is good. That, in the 
simplest possible terms, is the 
mean in g of the steel price in ­ 
crease. A better ex ample of 
the econ omics of scarcity an d 
the way prices are as carefu lly 
attu n ed as the tu n in g of a v iolin 
cou ld hardly be fou n d. 
For while the steel com­ 
pan ies, from small to gian t, 
agree to raise prices 67c on the 
kin d of steel that goes in to 
au tomobiles, refrigerators an d 
most of the thin gs con su mers 
bu y , the in du stry is ru n n in g at 
barely more than 577c capaci­ 
ty - 
So y ou charge more or less, 
with competition a back-alley 
joke. 


The timin g of this stroke is 
especially in terestin g. It com­ 
es on the ev e of the meetin g of 
the OPEC n ation s to decide 
how large their oil price in ­ 
crease shou ld be. 


In an in terv iew with the Shah 
of Iran in Tehran , colu mn ist 
Joseph Kraft qu otes the Shah 
as say in g that a 15 7c in crease 
is his “startin g poin t.’’ 


On e may well ask why the 
OPEC n ation s shou ld show an y 
restrain t whatsoev er in v iew of 
what is happen in g on this side 
of the Atlan tic. 


The prin cipal arbiters of the 
econ omy — the steel com­ 
pan ies an d, ju st back of them, 
the au to compan ies — are 
goin g ahead withou t an y 
regard for the in flation ary con ­ 
sequ en ces of their acts.

Timin g on the political side 
is also in terestin g. Presiden t 
Ford, in the declin in g weeks of 
his presiden cy , has n either the 
will n or the capacity to act on 
steel prices. In deed, it is 
qu estion able whether he wou ld 
hav e acted effectiy ely if he had 
had an other fu ll term ahead of 
him. 
Down in Plain s, Ga., is Jim­ 
my Carter, the presiden t-elect. 
He can giv e in terv iews an d 
speak reprov in gly of the steel 
price in crease, bu t he has n o 
power to act. Whether he will 
hav e the force of character to 
take an y action that might con ­ 
ceiv ably work, “ex post fac­ 
to," we shall n ot kn ow u n til 
after Jan . 20. 


How big a bu mp steel an d oil 
will giv e to in flation , n o on e 
can say at this poin t. That it 
will be a bu mp can hardly be 
dou bted. 


Add to this the in crease in 
the price of n atu ral gas, which 
has ju st gon e in to effect — part 
of the Ford du biou s strategy of 
de regu lation - an d the pre­ 
sen t rate of 5 7c or 6 7o is likely 
to go in the n ew y ear to 77c or 
8%. 


What a welcome for Carter! 
He will be faced with an u p­ 
ward price mov emen t that 
mu st seem ou t of con trol at the 
same time that u n employ men t 
is close to 87c. 


The heart of Carter's dilem­ 


ma is that the measu res he 
wou ld presu mably adv an ce to 
brin g down the jobless rate 
w ou ld, in the v iew of 
moderates an d con serv ativ es 
in Con gress, con tribu te to in ­ 
flation an d whether a n ew an d 
aggressiv e Con gress wou ld ap­ 
prov e the Carter proposals is a 
large qu estion . 


On the other side of the 
political spectru m are those 


who wou ld u se far more 
radical mean s to break a 
stalemate. On e ex ample wide­ 
ly discu ssed is to break u p the 
big oil compan ies so that they 
wou ld be limited to a sin gle 
fu n ction . Carter at on e poin t 
was reported fav orin g su ch a 
proposal. 


A bold prophet will say that 
n othin g as radical as this can 
happen . Yet if arbitrary forces 


bey on d all con trol can brin g 
abou t destru ctiv e price rises, 
there will be a harden in g on 
both sides of the political 
div ide. 
At the v ery least it can mean 
a fu rther slacken in g of the 
econ omy . The au to compan ies 
are said to be programmin g 
for large sales well in to 1977. 
Bu t if prices go u p $100 to $150 
a car, their estimates may be 
prov ed wron g. 


Du rin g his two y ears an d 
three mon ths in office with his 
policy of “slow is beau tifu l," 
Ford saw the cou n try sin k in to 
the worst recession sin ce the 
’30s. In the v acu u m of 
leadership du rin g his presiden ­ 
cy , he did n othin g abou t prices 
an d preciou s little abou t con ­ 
serv ation . 
Con serv ativ es 
champion him for his v etoes. 


At least, they say , he did 
n othin g to stimu late prices. 


Bu t as we are seein g, this is 
n ot en ou gh. The in heritan ce he 
has left to his su ccessor is dark 
an d u n certain . Nor does Carter 
hav e the adv an tage of the 
clean sweep that con fron ted 
Fran klin Roosev elt when he 
took ov er in 1933, with ev ery 
ban k in the cou n try closed an d 
15,000,000 or more American s 
ou t of work. 


That was CRISIS in capital 
letters. He had his hu n dred 
day s for swift action . When 
that is said, howev er, it mu st 
be remembered that n ot u n til 
the war orders from Fran ce 
an d Britain began comin g in 
was there a su bstan tial den t in 
the mass of the jobless.

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Soon cows to tote electronic identification

Farmers have sought a 


method of identifying their 
animals ever since the first 
dog, cat, cow and horse were 
domesticated 


The most obvious method is 


to name them, but this gets to 
be a problem when you have 1,- 
000 or more cattle on a ranch 
or in a feedlot, so farmers are 
turning to numbering. 


Numbers on a chain around 


the neck work, but the tags get 
lost Numbers on ear tags are 
hard to read unless you catch 
each animal or make the tag so 
big the cow becomes lopeared 
Tages get torn out, leaving 
painful ragged holes in the ear 
that ruin the appearance of 


registered 'animals and make 
identification hopeless. 


The U.S. Department of 


Agriculture has been working 
on a numbering device im- 
planted under the skin of a cow 
that will transmit the animal's 
number back to a hand-held 
reading device. The system is 
designed to identify a day-old 
calf with his owner's number, 
the state or nation it was born 
in and its own. personal 
number. 


The battery-powered hand 


held interrogator can be 
carried about on horse back or 
in a pickup along a feed bunk 
or used with-a fixed antenna in 
a cattle sorting set-up for 
automatic, electronic sorting 


/ Now scientists have added 
' other features to the system 


which has shrunk in size each 
year during development. It is 
possible to have 15 different 
bits of information about the 
cow communicated from the 
implant through the in- 
terrogator to a computer: the 
animal's 
number, 


temperature,'age, blood condi- 
tion and other information on 
how Bossy is feeling this mor- 
ning. 


The device can also open and 


close doors to special feed bins 
operated by a-computer that 
reads the number and health of 
the animal 


Special rations can be 


limited to specific animals 
without putting the animal in a 


separate pen. Sick animals can 
be detected before they are 
really ill, just by driving past 
the feedlot. 


Dr. Coleman Hensley, a 


veterinarian who helped 
develop the device under a con- 
tract with the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, is now a 
part of a firm made up of cat- 
tle feeders who are aiming at 
producing the device commer- 
cially in less than a year. 


"One major saving is the 


damage to the hide of the 
animal which is worth from $3 
to $7 without a brand on it over 
a hide that carries more'than 
one brand. That's just one of 
the savings," Hensley said 


Hensley estimated that the 


implants will eventually be 
purchased for a dollar or less, 
and the reading device and 
computer will sell for about 
the same price as the fancier 
versions of color television 
sets. 


"We have a testing program 


underway with 3,000 head of 
cattle to check on the reliabili- 
ty of the system. About 6,000 
cattle have been implanted 
with various devices thus far in 
the development program," 
Hensley said. 


"Buffalo breeders are par- 


ticularly interested because 
they raise animals that are 
very difficult to handle. You 
can catch a buffalo about once 
in its lifetime to treat it for 
something," Hensley said. 


The implant is .reusable and 


could be returned to the owner 


Carter faces 'surplus' problem 


The action by Argentina, 


Canada and Australia to lower 
their wheat prices below what 
American farmers can sell 
theirs for, even with grain sup- 
port programs, indicates that 
Jimmy Carter is going to have 
some big farm problems. 


The European Common 


Market has problems with food 
surpluses because of high sup- 
port pnces to its fanners. 
Japan has a nee surplus for the 
same reason. The drive to get 
prices supported at the cost of 
production (whatever that is) 
in the U S. is almost certain to 
produce identical surpluses. - 


We are going to have to es- 


tablish some kind of an export 
subsidy, finer some way to 
reduce the cost of production 
on farms or pay fanners a 
cash bonus for producing food. 


A huge food reserve is expen- 


sive to store, difficult to keep 
in good condition and just 
might be more expensive than 
some alternative method of in- 
ducing farmers to produce 
food beyond our capacity to eat 
it.

Recent data on the produc- 


tion of corn on irrigated farms 
indicates that, some new 
irrigators are getting substan- 
tially greater. yields than 
farmers who have been 
watering their land for years.

new equipment. Converting a 
dryland farmer into an 
irrigated farmer is unlikely to 
produce top 'yields the first 
year because of problems he is 
likely to encounter. 


There are undoubtedly long- 


time irngators who haven't 
kept up with the technology 
developed in irrigation 
management since they 
purchased their systems. 


Irrigation costs are rising 


rapidly as fuel and equipment 
costs grow faster than grain 
prices. To stay alive 
economically, all irrigators 
are going to have to learn how 
to do it better with less water. 


The University of Nebraska 


Extension Service and the 
natural resources districts 
have a tremendous education 
job ahead of them involving 
better farming with less 
water. 


Unless we find a way to do a 


better job with the resources 
available we may find the task 
is to re-train irrigation 
farmers to exist as dryland 
farmers. 


We -are losing 


million acres of 


about two 
good farm 


land each year to housing, 
roads and other uses and 
another million acres to ponds, 
lakes and reservoirs. 


This latter use probably 


makes nearby farm acres 
more productive but the first 
use simply destroys the food 
production capacity of the 
land. 


This is a problem we are 


going to have to cope with 
sooner or later. As long as the 
food supplies are adequate, it 
isn't a problem, but as popula- 
tion increases and land areas 
shrink, the day when the 
problem will be painfully ap- 
parent is growing closer.

Farmers hav e so ught a 
metho d o f identify ing their 
animals ev er since the first 
do g, cat, co w and ho rse were 
do mesticated. 
The mo st o bv io us metho d is 
to name them, but this gets to 
be a pro blem when y o u hav e 1,* 
000 o r mo re cattle o n a ranch 
o r in a feedlo t, so farmers are 
turning to numbering. 
Numbers o n a chain aro und 
the neck wo rk, but the tags get 
lo st. Numbers o n ear tags are 
hard to read unless y o u catch 
each animal o r make the tag so 
big the co w beco mes lo peared. 
Tages get to m o ut, leav ing 
painful ragged ho les in the ear 
that ruin the appearance o f 


registered animals and make 
identificatio n ho peless. 


The U.S. Department o f 
Agriculture has been wo rking 
o n a numbering dev ice im­ 
planted under the skin o f a co w 
that will transmit the animal’s 
number back to a hand-held 
reading dev ice. The sy stem is 
designed to identify a day -o ld 
calf with his o wner’s number, 
the state o r natio n it was bo m 
in and its o wn perso nal 
number. 
The battery -po wered hand 
held interro gato r can be 
carried abo ut o n ho rse back o r 
in a pickup alo ng a feed bunk 
o r used with a fix ed antenna in 
a cattle so rting set-up fo r 
auto matic, electro nic so rting. 


No w scientists hav e added 
o ther features to the sy stem 
which has shrunk in size each 
y ear during dev elo pment. It is 
po ssible to hav e 15 different 
bits o f info rmatio n abo ut the 
co w co mmunicated fro m the 
im plant thro ugh the in­ 
terro gato r to a co mputer: the 
an im al’s 
n u m b er, 
temperature, age, blo o d co ndi­ 
tio n and o ther info rmatio n o n 
ho w Bo ssy is feeling this mo r­ 
ning. 
The dev ice can also o pen and 
clo se do o rs to special feed bins 
o perated by a co mputer that 
reads the number and health o f 
the animal. 
Special ratio ns can be 
limited to specific animals 
witho ut putting the animal in a 


separate pen. Sick animals can 
be detected befo re they are 
really ill, just by driv ing past 
the feedlo t. 
Dr. Co leman Hensley , a 
v eterinarian who helped 
dev elo p the dev ice under a co n­ 
tract with the U.S. Depart­ 
ment o f Agriculture, is no w a 
part o f a firm made up o f cat­ 
tle feeders who are aiming at 
pro ducing the dev ice co mmer­ 
cially in less than a y ear. 
“ One majo r sav ing is the 
damage to the hide o f the 
animal which is wo rth fro m $3 
to $7 witho ut a brand o n it o v er 
a hide that carries mo re than 
o ne brand. That’s just o ne o f 
the sav ings," Hensley said. 
Hensley estimated that the 
implants will ev entually be 
purchased fo r a do llar o r less, 
and the reading dev ice and 
co mputer will sell fo r abo ut 
the same price as the fancier 
v ersio ns o f co lo r telev isio n 
sets. 
“ We hav e a testing pro gram 
underway with 3,000 head o f 
cattle to check o n the reliabili­ 
ty o f the sy stem. Abo ut 8 ,000 
cattle hav e been implanted 
with v ario us dev ices thus far in 
the dev elo pment pro gram,” 
Hensley said. 
“ Buffalo breeders are par­ 
ticularly interested because 
they raise animals that are 
v ery difficult to handle. Yo u 
can catch a buffalo abo ut o nce 
in its lifetime to treat it fo r 
so mething," Hensley said. 
The implant is reusable and 
co uld be returned to the o wner

by the packing plant if the co st 
o f reco v ery pro v ed cheaper 
than the dev ice itself. 
Hensley estimated there are 
30 co mpanies aro und the wo rld 
dev elo ping such a sy stem fo r 
identificatio n o f liv esto ck.

limited the po wer o f these un­ 
its to a distance o f abo ut 8 0 feet 
but it has also insisted that all 
such units be readable by o ther 
brands o f the dev ice,” Hensley 
said.

The actio n by Argentina, 
Canada and Australia to lo wer 
their wheat prices belo w what 
American farmers can sell 
theirs fo r, ev en with grain sup­ 
po rt pro grams, indicates that 
J immy Carter is go ing to hav e 
so me big farm pro blems. 
The Euro pean Co mmo n 
Market has pro blems with fo o d 
surpluses because o f high sup­ 
po rt prices to its farmers.

Last week two to tally un­ 
ex pected ev ents sealed wheat 
prices to the suppo rt price 
o ffered by the U.S. go v ern­ 
ment. 


Argentina canceled its wheat 
ex po rt tax and dev alued its 
currency by 5%. This means 
that Argentina can sell its 
wheat fo r $8 8 a to n co mpared 
to the current U.S. Gulf Co ast 
price o f aro und 9 105 a to n. 


Australia jo ined the act o f 
dev aluating its currency by a 
who pping 17.5%, making their 
grains and liv esto ck mo re at­ 
tractiv e to the wo rld markets. 


The restrictio n put o n U.S. 
wheat ex po rts under the PL 48 0 
pro gram — that 75% o f all fo o d 
assistance must go to co un­ 
tries with less than $300 per 
capita inco me — is a ro adblo ck 
to ex po rts fro m the U.S. to 


Israel, J o rdan, Lebano n, 
Mo ro cco , Tunisia, Zambift, 
Ko rea, the Philippine? and 
o ther co untries that wo uld 
accept the grain but miss the 
inco me qualificatio n by a few 
do llars a y ear per perso n. 


Feed grain ex po rts are 
ho lding up well and are ev en 
ex ceeding last y ear, but wheat 
is in big tro uble. Wheat 
supplies in impo rting co untries 
are so large that many are co n­ 
sidering ex po rting so me wheat 
fo r the first time in y ears. . 


The lack o f rain and sno w Hi 
many wheat pro ducing areas is 
beginning to cause so me co n­ 
cern by wheat farmers and the 
grain trade, but so far it hasn’t 
sho wn up in the market price. 


The plain fact is that wheat 
farmers in the wo rld hav e 
pro duced mo re wheat than 
wheat eaters can dispo se o f at 
the co st o f pro ductio n.

i'Prompt pay' plan 
needs clarification 
; The Packers and Stockyards 
'Administration needs to 
, clarify the legal questions on 
the/new "prompt pay" 
'amendments to the P&S Act, 
'so that there are no mis- 
understandings between 
•sellers of livestock and 
'packers, commented Mickey 
'Stewart, executive secretary 
of the Nebraska Stock Growers 
Association at Alliance. 


Cattlemen need to be aware 


of the possible ramifications if 
they sign agreements with 
packers, authorizing the 
mailing of checks in payment 
for livestock. 


A legal question has risen on 


whether signed agreements, 
accepting checks for livestock 
by mail, would constitute an 
extension of credit. If this type 
of agreement is determined to 
be an extension of credit, then 
the sellers could void their 
rights of protection under the 
new provisions of the P&S 
law's trust provision. 


The trust provision provides 


for seller protection in case of 
packer bankruptcy. In the 
event of a packer bankruptcy, 
the provision stipulates that all 
receipts from livestock, inven- 
tory and accounts receivable 
will be held ^n trust until pay- 
ment-is received by the sellers 
of the livestock. 


As a result of agreements to 


the E&S Act requiring prompt 


pay, packers have been 
seeking signed agreements to 
allow payment by check in the 
mail at the close of the 
business day following the 
transfer of possession. This ac- 
tion is considered legal • by 
P&S, to date. 


But the question remains on 


whether sellers could possibly 
lose their trust provision rights 
under the new laws if they sign 
agreements with packers for 
the mailing of checks. 


In the past week, American 


National Cattlemen's Associa- 
tion officials and cattlemen 
met with Packers and 
Stockyards Administration of- 
ficials on this topic. P&S 
authorities also discussed the 
complications of the issue with 
several packers. 


"Until there is some definite 


ruling or word on whether a 
signed agreement would 
nullify the sellers' trust protec- 
tion rights; all cattlemen 
should be aware of the possible 
ramifications," said Stewart. 


This vague area of the law 


needs to be clarified by P&S of- 
ficials, as well as packers and 
sellers, so that there is a com- 
plete understanding on all 
sides, he said. 


"The beef industry needs a 


mutual understanding between 
all segments,.so that we can 
work together for the benefit 
of the industry today and in the 
future," concluded Stewart. 


20-county study slated 
oh agricultural safety 


Twenty Nebraska counties 


will "be involved in a com- 
prehensive farm safety survey 
in 1977 to gather data that will 
be used to measure the effec- 
tiveness of safety educational 
programs and to guide design 
and ^development of farm 
machinery to "engineer, in" 
safety features. 


The word comes from Rollin 


D. Schnieder, University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln Extension 
safety specialist, who says the 
1977 study will be conducted by 
Farm Bureau Women. It is 
designed to reach about 3% of 
the population in 20 counties: 
Antelope, Boyd, Buffalo, 
Cheyenne, Colfax, Dawson, 
Dixon, Frontier, Holt, Kim- 
ball, Logan, Madison, 
Nemaha, Otoe, Phelps, Red 
Willow, Rock, Saline, Thomas 
andtWayne 


The survey is part of an 


overall plan for all states to 
have conducted an agricultural 
safety study by 1980, then 
move into a systematic plan of 
conducting studies in a five- 
year, sequence, Schnieder said. 


Part of the study's impetus 


comes from doubt in some 
quarters that farming is con- 
sidered the third most 
dangerous occupation, sur- 
passed only by mining and con- 
struction — a dubious ranking 
it has held for many years, 
Schnieder said. 


There is a need for better 


statistics, the UNL specialist 
continued, to clarify this situa- 
tion and give agriculture more 
ammunition to argue against 
restrictive regulations. 


"Other agencies of govern- 


ment have been able to force 
restrictive 
laws 
on 


agriculture, even though in 
many instances those who im- 
posed the laws did not have the 
statistics to justify them, nor 
did agricultural leaders have 
the statistics to resist 'them," 
Schnieder explained. 


"Although we had 'fair 


statistics' on tractor accidents 
prior to 1970, from that point 
on, valid and complete 
statistics have been poor," he 
said.

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'Prompt pay' plan 
needs clarification 


The Packers and Stockyards 
Adm inistration needs to 
clarify the legal questions on 
the new “ prompt pay" 
amendments to the P&S Act, 
so that there are no mis­ 
understandings between 
sellers of livestock and 
packers, commented Mickey 
Stewart, executive secretary 
of the Nebraska Stock Growers 
Association at Alliance. 
Cattlemen need to be aware 
of the possible ramifications if 
they sign agreements with 
packers, authorizing the 
mailing of checks in payment 
for livestock. 


A legal question has risen on 
whether signed agreements, 
accepting checks for livestock 
by mail, would constitute an 
extension of credit. If this type 
of agreement is determined to 
be an extension of credit, then 
the sellers could void their 
rights of protection under the 
new provisions of the P&S 
law’s trust provision. 
The trust provision provides 
for seller protection in case of 
packer bankruptcy. In the 
event of a packer bankruptcy, 
the provision stipulates that all 
receipts from livestock, inven­ 
tory and accounts receivable 
will be held in trust until pay­ 
ment is received by the sellers 
of the livestock. 
As a result of agreements to 
the P&S Act requiring prompt 


pay, packers have been 
seeking signed agreements to 
allow payment by check in the 
mail at the close of the 
business day following the 
transfer of possession. This ac­ 
tion is considered legal by 
P&S, to date. 
But the question remains on 
whether sellers could possibly 
lose their trust provision rights 
under the new laws if they sip 
agreements with packers for 
the mailing of checks. 
In the past week, American 
National Cattlemen’s Associa­ 
tion officials and cattlemen 
met w ith Packers and 
Stockyards Administration of­ 
ficials on this topic. P&S 
authorities also discussed the 
complications of the issue with 
several packers. 
“ Until there is some definite 
ruling or word on whether a 
signed agreement would 
nullify the sellers’ trust protec­ 
tion rights; all cattlemen 
should be aware of the possible 
ramifications,” said Stewart. 
This vape area of the law 
needs to be clarified by P IS of­ 
ficials, as well as packers and 
sellers, so that there is a com­ 
plete understanding on all 
sides, he said. 
“ The beef industry needs a 
mutual understanding between 
all segments, » that we can 
work together for the benefit 
of the industry today and in the 
future,” concluded Stewart. 
20- coünty study slated 
on agricultural safety 


Twenty Nebraska counties 
will be involved in a com­ 
prehensive farm safety survey 
in 1977 to gather data that will 
be used to measure the effec­ 
tiveness of safety educational 
programs and to guide desip 
and development of farm 
machinery to “ engineer in” 
safety features. 
The word comes from Rollin 
D. Schnieder, University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln Extension 
safety specialist, who says the 
1977 study will be conducted by 
Farm Bureau Women. It is 
designed to reach about 3% of 
the population in 20 counties: 
Antelope, Boyd, Buffalo, 
Cheyenne, Colfax. Dawson, 
Dixon, Frontier, Holt, Kim­ 
ball, Logan, Madison, 
Nemaha, Otoe, Phelps, Red 
Willow. Rock, Saline, Thomas 
and Wayne. 
The survey is part of an 
overall plan for all states to 
have conducted an agricultural 
safety study by 1980, then 
move into a systematic plan of 
conducting studies in a five- 
year sequence, Schnieder said. 


Part of the study’s impetus 
comes from doubt in some 
quarters that farming is con­ 
sidered the third most 
dangerous occupation, sur­ 
passed only by mining and con­ 
struction — a dubious ranking 
it has held for many years, 
Schnieder said. 


There is a need for better 
statistics, the UNL specialist 
continued, to clarify this situa­ 
tion and give agriculture more 
ammunition to argue against 
restrictive regulations. 


"Other agencies of govern­ 
ment have been able to force 
restrictive 
laws 
on 
agriculture, even though in 
many instances those who im­ 
posed the laws did not have the 
statistics to justify them, nor 
did agricultural leaders have 
the statistics to resist them, ‘ 
Schnieder explained. 
“Although we had 
fair 
statistics’ on tractor accidents 
prior to 1970, from that point 
on, valid and complete 
statistics have been poor," he 
said.

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Tax cut likely, Carter budget chief says 
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Washington (AP) - A tax cut to stimulate 


the economy next year is almost a certainty, 
according to Bert Lance, selected this week by 
President-elect Carter to become director of 
the,0ffice of Management and Budget. 


Lance also said he has doubts that Carter's 


goal of reducing unemployment to 6.5 per cent 
in a year can be accomplished - "but we will 
be trying." 


The Atlanta banker added that in his opinion 


the problem of unemployment is going to have 
to be solved through the private sector, not 
through the government. 


"We just can't create that many jobs," he 


said.

The possibility of a tax cut Has been widely 


discussed and Carter has said that he will con- 
sider such a proposal if the economy has not 
improved by the time he takes office Jan. 20. 


Lance said he could not guess at the odds of 


there being a cut, out added that "the choices 
are so limited that I think you have to consider 
that almost a certainty.".Lance's comments 
came during an appearance on CBS' "Face the 
Nation." 


Consideration of a cut or rebate'was also 


urged Sunday by Congressional Budget Direc- 
tor Alice M. Rlvlin and economist'Andrew F. 
Brimmer, a former'member of the Federal 
Reserve Board. 


Both appeared on ABC's "Issues and 


Answers." Brimmer proposed a rebate on 1976 
taxes including a minimum rebate to allow a 
payment to individuals who didn't make 
enough to pay taxes. 


Mrs. Rivlin said that both a tax cut and some 


increases in government spending ought to be 
considered. 


Outgoing Treasury Secretary William E. 


Simon said that if a stimulus for the economy 
is needed he would urge a tax cut. 


A tax cut would most certainly be my first 


choice rather than an increase in federal spen- 
ding. Those who advocate that fail to see that 
spending not only continues in subsequent 
years, but it grows and grows," Simon said in 
an interview in U.S.- News & World Report. 


In general, Simon said, Carter is inheriting a 


sound economy which will be expanding 
through 1977 and 1978. 


And in New York a leading business 


research organization seemed to agree with 
Simon, saying it believes the economy will 
make slow but steady progress next year with 
little chance that the current "pause" in the 
recovery will turn into recession. 


The forecast, released Sunday by the non- 


profit Conference Board, sees a drop in un- 
employment and inflation, but also predicts a 
slowdown in the growth rate of Industrial 
production. 


Unemployment will drop from the current 


level of 8.1 per cent to an average of 7.1 per 
cent, the board said. By the fourth quarter of 
1977, however, the economists believe the 
jobless rate will fall to 6.7 per cent. 


Carter had indicated that he hoped to cut un- 


' employment to the area of 6.4 to 6.5 per centjby 


the end of next year, an outcome which Lance 
termed unlikely. 


But Lance said this is the goal toward which 


the Carter administration will be working.

Passion spurs 
treasure hunt 


Key West, Fla. (AP) — Mel Fisher reached into his pants 


pocket as if fumbling for small change Instead, he produced a 
BVz-inch long bar of 21-karat gold stamped with the seals of im- 
perial Spain 


A tall, impassive man, Fisher managed a thin smile as he set 


the bar on the table and reached into another pocket. Out came 
an intricate chain of solid gold, a delicate sea shell clinging to 
one of its links. 


- - The gold of the Spanish Armada. Sunken treasure. 


Mel Fisher is by profession a treasure hunter. His eldest son 


.drowned in such an effort, but Fisher continues He deals in 
millions but often doesn't have the money to pay his staff. The 
staff works anyway. 


The goal is gold, but it is a pursuit of passion. 
The gold in Mel Fisher's pockets came from the wreck of the 


Spanish galleon Nuestra Senora de Atocha, which sank in a 
hurricane on Sept. 6, 1622. Its discovery occupied six years of 
Fisher's life, the lives of his family and his employes. Four.peo- 
ple died in its pursuit. It was the subject of state and federal 
lawsuits.

The wreck of the Nuestra Senora de Atocha has to date 


produced some ¥17 million in gold and silver bars and coins, 
bronze 'cannons and other artifacts. Fisher estimates it has 
taken $4 million to finance the operation. 


Fisher believes the bulk of the treasure from ttie.Atocha is 


still to be discovered, possibly $100 million or more still on the 
ocean bottom off the Florida Keys. 
f 
So his search continues. 
Seven days a week, 24 hours a day, Fisher's employes man 


boats over the main.wreck site, 40 miles west of Key West, near 
the Dry Tortugas. Often working without pay, when funds are 
short or nonexistent, they continue the search for what Fisher 
calls the "Big A." 
Fisher's saga will be the subject of an hour-long National 


Geographic Society television special Tuesday night. It will be 
earned nationwide on Public Television. 


Fisher today appears more concerned with the riches of in- 


vestors than the riches beneath the sea. He says he needs the 
former to find the latter. To finance his operation, which 
employs up to 50 people, he sells "Pieces of Eight" for $250 and 
shares in future discoveries from the wreck site, dubbed "the 
Bank of Spain." 


His efforts to finance his work led at one point to a Securities, 


and Exchange Commission probe. Jhe SEC lawsuit was settled 
when Fisher agreed to halt sales of unregistered securities.

the price on the futures market for December delivery being 
more than double last year's price.

December delivery was about 60 cents per pound, while this year 
the price has hit new highs of more than 11.50 per pound. Five 
years ago, the price was 23 cents.

In addition to heat, air and excess humidity also are villains 


of raisins. Exposure to air results in evaporation of moisture; the 
raisins become hard and dry.

And the "sugaring" condition also tends to attract 
household bugs. 


The best way to store raisins for a long period of time is to 


place the unopened packages in the refrigerator. Once a package 
of raisins has been opened, it should be wrapped tightly in plastic 
and kept refrigerated.

And if priv a cy is a concern, these open 
wea v es a re now a v a ila ble in lined selections 
which still giv e the open wea v e feeling in the 
room but shut out the outside world if desired. 
Of course, these dra pes ma y ha v e to be left 


open during the sunlight hours to nourish those 
pla nts. 
The "in" colors for dra pery , a ccording to 
Alter, a re the ea rth tones with terra cotta s a nd 
pea ch the “ two biggest fa shion colors in the 
business toda y .” 
The na tura l look is ex tending into bedroom 
with the “ libera ted bed” look being the newest' 
thing in bedroom furnishings, he sa id.

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'Hurricane Husker' 
whips Hawaii, 68-3

Honolulu, Hawaii - The University of 


Hawaii football team must have thought a 
tropical storm whipped through Aloha 
Stadium here Saturday night. 


Nebraska breezed to a 68-3 victory over 


the home-standing Rainbows before 33,737 
fans, half of them red-clad followers of the 
Cornhuskers. 


Despite the fact that Nebraska coach 


Tom Osborne had his starting offensive and 
defensive units in action less than the entire 
first quarter and for just three plays in the se- 
cond half, four school records fell: 


—Total offense, one game: 655 yards. Old 


record, 628 against Hawaii in 1954. 


—Most yards rushing one game: 211 


yards by Richard Berns. Old record, 204 by 
Frank Solich against Air Force in 1965. 


—Touchdown passes, one season: Vince 


Ferragamo tossed two, raising his total for 
the year to 20. Old record, 18 by Dave Humm 
in 1972.

—Pass reception yards, one game: 166 


yards by Chuck Malito. Old record, 183 by 
Guy Ingles against Oklahoma State in 1969. 


Hawaii surpassed two of its school 


records. But they weren't the kind of 
achievements you write home about. They 
were: Most kickoff returns in one game, 11; 
And, most kickoff returnsjn one game by an 
individual, seven by Larry Roberson.:1 


A recap of the first five kickoff returns 


pretty much tells the story of the game. 


On the first,- the Rainbows tried to fool 


the Huskers with a reverse. It backfired. 
Hawaii started from its own five yardline.

On the next four kickoff returns, Hawaii 


was penalized for clipping three times and 
fumbled the fourth. Nebraska scored on each 
of its first three possessions. 


Berns picked up 34 yards of his record- 


setting total to set up the second touchdown, 
tallied by Ferragamo on a 16-yard keeper. 


Berns next scored the first of his four 


TDs. And over six minutes were left in the 
first quarter. 
. 


The Huskers stalled on their fourth 


possession. Randy Lessman came in to boot 
his only punt of the game. But, true to form, 
the Rainbows fumbled the punt and Nebraska 
was back in business. Four plays later Berns 
had his second tally and it was 27-0. 


Enter the Huskers' second units. 
Randy Garcia took over at quarterback 


and promptly hit Malito for 46 yards to get 
him started toward bis record. The distance 
counted, but not to Nebraska's benefit. 
Malito fumbled after the catch. 


Early in the second quarter, Malito 


caught another Garcia aerial — a short five- 
yarder — and he again fumbled after the 
reception. 
-( 
But, Malito made up for the bobbles 


later. He caught a 65-yarder from Ferragamo' 
on the third play of the second half and then a 
50-yard bomb from Tom Sdrley—Nebraska's 
third quarterback — to establish his record. 


Before Malito's 65-yard grab — the 


longest pass play for the Huskers this year— 
Berns picked up his third TD to give 
Nebraska a 33-0 halftime bulge. 


Berns came out with the other first- 


stringers at the 27-0 point, but replacement 
Byron Stewart sprained an ankle. Nebraska's 
other I-back who made the trip, Monte 
Anthony, was held out of action after 
reinsuring the wrist he broke last spring. The 
mishap occured in practice. 


After Malito's long TD pass play, Berns 


picked up his fourth touchdown on a 56-yard 
scamper. That was the longest run from 
scrimmage this season for a Husker. The 
score mounted to 47-0. 


Hawaii broke its scoring drought then, 


with a 43-yard field goal. The Rainbows got 
into Nebraska territory for the first — and 
only — time in the game by picking off a 
Sorley pass. .

It was the first Hawaii points in two 


games after the opposition had scored 106.

But they weren't the kind of 
achievements you write home about. They 
were: Most kickoff returns in (me game, 11; 
And, most kickoff returns in one game by an 
individual, seven by Larry Roberson. 
A recap of the first five kickoff returns 
pretty much tells the story of the game.

Four plays later Bems 
had his second tally and it was 27 4. 


Enter the Huskers’ second units. 
Randy Garcia took over at quarterback 
and promptly hit Malito for 46 yards to get 
hiin started toward his record. The distance 
counted, but not to Nebraska’s benefit. 
Malito fumbled after the catch. 
Early in the second quarter, Malito 
caught another Garcia aerial - a short five- 
yarder — and he again fumbled after the 
reception. 
But, Malito made up for the bobbles 
later. He caught a 65 -yarder from Ferragamo 
on the third play of the second half and then a 
5 0-yard bomb from Tom Sorley - Nebraska’s 
third quarterback — to establish his record. 
Before Malito’s 66-yard grab — the 
longest pass play for the Huskers this year — 
Bem s picked up his third TD to give 
Nebraska a 33-0 halftime bulge. 


Bem s came out with the other first- 
stringers at the 27-0 point, but replacement 
Byron Stewart sprained an ankle. Nebraska’s 
other I-back who made the trip, Monte 
Anthony, was held out of action after 
reinjuring the wrist he broke last spring. The 
mishap occured in practice.

But, counting his freshman and sophomore seasons at 
Berkeley.

Recruiting Lure? 


Honolulu, Hawaii - Despite rumors to the contrary, a trip 


to Hawaii isn't quite the recruiting lure many imagined. 


That's the quick' verdict after talks with Nebraska basket- 


ball players and coaches in the midst of a three-game swing 
through the Hawaiian Islands. But all praised the trip. 


"No, the trip didn't make me sign with Nebraska," said 


freshman Mark McVicker of Hastings. "There was always the 
chance that I wouldn't make the traveling squad, so I had to 
consider all angles. 


"Sure, it entered my mind, but it wasn't the major factor. I 


suppose the complex had more influence," he said. 


Senior Bob Siegel, one of the state's most heavily-sought 


players after a superb career at Fairbury High School, signed 
with Nebraska before the jaunt through Hawaii was finalized. 
But he said it would not have changed his mind had he known 
four years later, he would receive a free trip through the 
Pacific Ocean resort area. 


- "One trip shouldn't change your thinking. Not when you are 


going to spend four years with one team," Siegel explained. "If 
I had a chance to go with a ball club that had, a good schedule 
and good conditions that's the one I'd take. You can always 
travel. That evens out, but you have to consider the total picture 
— not just one tripithat you want to take." 


Bo Jackson, meanwhile, took a long trip just to arrive in 


Lincoln. The 6-8 sophomore is from the Bronx, N.Y. — almost 
an entirely different world from Lancaster" County. 


Still, he knew the Huskers would tour Hawaii when he was 


recruited after one year' at Southwestern Junior College in 
Oklahoma City.'Okla. 


"A lot of schools take big trips. Nebraska plays at Hawaii, 


South Carolina and the Big Eight. Year in and year out, 
Nebraska plays big schools," he said. "Sure, the trip (to 
Hawaii) meant a lot, but it wasn't what I based my decision to 
come here on. 


"I liked Lincoln, Nebraska, the people, the coaches and the 


school, not because we made a trip to Hawaii," he added. "It's 
a big change from a big city to a small town like Lincoln. You 
can't choose a school just because of one trip." 


Husker head coach Joe Cipriano used the trip as a mini-lure 


to the players. He was also honest enough to.realize the draw- 
backs with such an excursion. 


"We talked to all the kids about the trip. It's one of the 


points we brought up," he said. "But down deep, we hope to 
level with the players. The last time we came we lost two and 
beat a service team which was by far the best we've played. 


"It's always been like that every time I've been here since I 


came and played in 1953 (for the University of Washington)." 


Nebraska is on its second trip to the Hawaiian Islands. 


Missouri was the only other Big Eight member to make a 
basketball swing through Hawaii.

Cipriano said it's difficult at best to win in Hawaii 


Wednesday night's 71-66 loss-to the University of Hawaii-Hilo 
attested to that. 


The Huskers were assessed 28 personal fouls. Hilo had 13. 


Hilo made 23 of 34 free throws while Nebraska hit just four of 
seven. 


Could it be that Nebraska committed 27 more personal fouls 


than Hawaii-Hilo? Possible, but extremely doubtful. That's one 
of the hazards Cipriano considered when he debated scheduling 
such a trip.

"A lot of teams come here to play. That's one way of 


looking at it," Cipriano said. "But I can't say the trip is the 
answer to why we got some of the kids we did. 
.. 


"A lot to do with the trip is the kind of players you have," he 


continued. "We've told our players this will be one of the few 
opportunities they'll get to sightsee and enjoy a new part of the 
world. 
. 
. "It's tough to get basketball on their minds. It's not the end 


of the world if we don't win'the games. We've done a lot over 
here. It's good for Hawaii, it's good for us, for the Nebraska 
fans and it's great for the players. 


"We'd like to get Hawaii to come back and play us in Lin- 


coln," he said.

and good conditions that’s the one I’d take. You can always 
travel. That evens out, but you have to consider the total picture 
- not just one trip that you want to take.” 
Bo Jackson, meanwhile, took a long trip just to arrive in 
Lincoln. The 6-8 sophomore is from the Bronx, N.Y. — almost 
an entirely different world from Lancaster County. 
Still, he knew the Huskers would tour Hawaii when he was 
recruited after one year at Southwestern Junior College in 
Oklahoma City, Okla. 
“ A lot of schools take big trips. Nebraska plays at Hawaii, 
South Carolina and the Big Eight. Year in and year out, 
Nebraska plays big schools," he said. "Sure, the trip (to 
Hawaii) meant a lot, but it wasn’t what I based my decision to 
come here on. 
“ I liked Lincoln, Nebraska, the people, the coaches and the 
school, not because we made a trip to Hawaii,” he added. “ It’s 
a big change from a big city to a small town like Lincoln. You 
can’t choose a school just because of one trip.'’ 
Husker head coach Joe Cipriano used the trip as a mini-lure 
to the players. He was also honest enough to realize the draw­ 
backs with such an excursion 
“ We talked to all the kids about the trip. It’s one of the 
points we brought up,” he said. “ But down deep, we hope to 
level with the players. The last time we came we lost two and 
beat a service team which was by far the best we’ve played. 
“ It’s always been like that every time I've been here since I 
came and played in 1953 (for the University of Washington).” 
Nebraska is on its second trip to the Hawaiian Islands. 
Missouri was the only other Big Eight member to make a 
basketball swing through Hawaii. 
Cipriano said it’s difficult at best to win in Hawaii. 
Wednesday night’s 71-66 loss to the University of Hawaii-Hilo 
attested to that. 
The Huskers were assessed 28 personal fouls. Hilo had 13. 
Hilo made 23 of 34 free throws while Nebraska hit just four of 
seven. 
Could it be that Nebraska committed 27 more personal fouls 
than Hawaii-Hilo? Possible, but extremely doubtful. That’s one 
of the hazards Cipriano considered when he debated scheduling 
such a trip. 
"A lot of teams come here to play. That’s one way of 
looking at it,” Cipriano said. “ But I can’t say the trip is the 
answer to why we got some of the kids we did. 
“ A lot to do with the trip is the kind of players you have.” he 
continued. "We’ve told our players this will be one of the few 
opportunities they’ll get to sightsee and enjoy a new part of the 
world. 
“ It's tough to get basketball on their minds. It's not the end 
of the world if we don’t win the games. We’ve done a lot over 
here. It’s good for Hawaii, it’s good for us, for the Nebraska 
fans and it's great for the players. 
“ We’d like to get Hawaii to come back and play us in Lin­ 
coln,” he said.

Los Angeles (AP) - After a 


month of frantic spending in 
the free-agent sweepstakes, 
major league baseball has a 
chance to dip into another 
player marketplace Monday at 
bargain basement prices. 
A host of familiar ex-major 


leaguers are available in the 
annual draft of non-roster play­ 
ers and each carries a $¿,000 
price tag, no comparison to the 
astronomical money bids the 
free agent class of 1978 attract­ 
ed. 
An owner with an imagina­ 
tive checkbook has his pick of 
players like Eddie Watt and 
Wayne Granger, once the bull­ 
pen aces of the Baltimore Ori­ 


oles and Cincinnati Reds. Also 
on the list are Steve Kline and 
Fred Beene, who formed half 
of the four-player package that 
the New York Yankees gave 
Cleveland in the deal that 
brought Chris Chambliss. 
Watt was 4-2 with a 4.08 


earned run average at Hawaii 
and Granger was S-l with a 2.45 
ER A at Denver. Beene was 7-9 
and Kline 9-10, both with To­ 
ledo. 
Also available is first base­ 
man Roger Freed, who batted 
.309 with 42 home runs and 102 
runs batted in at Denver. 
Those numbers made Freed 
the minor league player of the 
year, but he’s 30 years old and 


has flunked previous big 
league tests with Baltimore, 
Philadelphia, Cleveland and 
Cincinnati. 
That’s why most clubs pass 


up this draft as a source of 
player talent. Most of the mi­ 
nor leaguers considered to be 
prospects have been protected 
on the 40-man major league 
rosters. 
Two teams that could be ac­ 
tive are the American League 
expansion clubs, the Toronto 
Blue Jays and Seattle Mari­ 
ners. Both teams are in situ­ 
ations where even castoffs like 
those available in the draft, 
could help. 
Montreal drafts first, follow- 


ed by Toronto. Atlanta is third, 
and Seattle has the fourth 
choice. Meanwhile, trade ru­ 
mors spiced the first day of the 
convention. Philadelphia, 
which lost Dave Cash to the 
freeagent auction, is searching 
for a second baseman and has 
been talking to the Chicago 
Cubs, with Manny Trillo the 
target. The Phillies also would 
like to sign free agent Richie 
Hebner to play first base. 


The Yankees have reported­ 
ly been talking to Cleveland 
about outfielder George Hen­ 
drick and that could be part of 
a threecornered deal that 
might also involve Milwaukee.

The Southwest Conference, 
its regular season stretched 
into December, dominated 
Saturday's college football ac­ 
tion both on the field and on the 
sidelines. 
Eighth-ranked Texas Tech 
gained a share of the 
Southwest Conference title 
with Houston by rallying for a 
fourth-quarter touchdown that 
nipped Baylor 24-21. Texas 
Tech, bound for the Astro- 
Bluebonnet Bowl to meet 
Nebraska, finished its regular 
season at 10-1, suffering its 
only loss to Houston. 
Sixth-ranked Houston, 9-2 
and headed for a Cotton Bowl 
date with undefeated 
Maryland, ended its regular 
season by also coming from 
behind to beat Miami 21-16. 
The game was Miami’s last un­ 
der Coach Carl Selmer, who 
was fired. 
Saturday also marked the 
last day on the sidelines for 
two of the most respected 
coaches in college football, 


Darrell R oyal of Texas and 
Frank Broyles of Arkansas. 


Arkansas and Texas, the 
dominant teams in the SWC 
over the past two decades, 
played a meaningless game— 
except for sentiment—, which 
was won by Texas 29-12. Then 
the two coaching giants from 
the SWC stepped down. R oyal 
after 20 years, 11 SWC titles 
and two national cham­ 
pionships at Texas and Broyles 
after 19 years, seven SWC 
titleds and one national cham­ 
pionship at Arkansas. Both 
men plan to stay on as athletic 
directors at their schools. 


After the game, Broyles 
fought his way through a crowd 
of well-wishers to shake hands 
with his old friend and golfing 
buddy. “ I love you,” Broyles 
said. "I love you,” R oyal re­ 
plied.

Branch is just one short Ken 
Stabler flip from the 1.000-yard 
pass-catching mark, Mark van 
Eeghen is making a late- 
season drive toward 1,000 
yards rushing and the Oakland 
R aiders have an opportunity 
now to see how their offense 
does against one of the 
National Football League's top 
defensive units. 


‘‘We’ve got the tools on of­ 
fense. All we’ve got to do is use 
them," says guard Gene Up­ 
shaw, one of the blockers for 
Stabler, van Eeghen and other 
players responsible for moving 
the football against the Cincin­ 
nati Bengals in the last Mon­ 
day night game of the NFL 
season. 


Besides claiming some im­ 
pressive individual accom­ 
plishments, the R aiders have 
the league's best record, 11-1, 
and are in the playoffs, win or 
lose Monday night. For Cincin­ 
nati, 9-3, a loss would probably 
be fatal. 


The Bengals’ 7-3 loss to the 
Pittsburgh Steelers last week 
forced them into a virtual win- 
or-else situation here. The 
Steelers, 8-4 going into the 
weekend, will get the playoff 
bid and their chance for a third 


straight Super Bowl champion­ 
ship if they manage to tie Cin­ 
cinnati for the American Con­ 
ference Central title. 


Cincinnati’s Ken Anderson 
was the N FL’s top-rated 
passer the last two seasons but 
this year ranks a surprising 
eighth among AFC quarter­ 
backs, with Stabler battling 
Baltimore's Bert Jones for the 
lead. The Bengals’ defense, 
with newcomers including 
veteran end Coy Bacon and 
impressive rookies, is much 
improved over a year ago, 
however. 


Cincinnati ranks second de­ 
fensively to Pittsburgh in the 
AFC. Oakland ranks a some­ 
what deceiving eighth in the 
conference, still suffering sta­ 
tistically from a 48-17 loss to 
New England nine weeks ago. 


Branch has snared 39 passes 
for 994 yards so far, accounting 
for much of Stabler’s 2,520' 
passing yards. Van Eeghen, 
playing all season in place of 
injured Marv Hubbard, is up to 
843 
yards rushing, with 226 
corning the last two weeks in 
easy victories over Phila­ 
delphia and Tampa Bay. 


The yardage is sure to come 
tougher Monday night.

Philippines 'pressured' by U.S. 
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Washington (AP) - Philippine 


Foreign Secretary Carlos P. Romulo 
said Sunday the State Department tried 
to "pressure" his country into signing an 
agreement for military bases. ' 


Romulo said the proposed agreement 


contained provisions the Philippines had 
never agreed to. 
• He said he met with Secretary of State 
Henry A. Kissinger last week in Mexico 
city to give his government's reply to a 
Kissinger proposal for U.S. military and 
economic aid totaling $1 billi6n over a 
five-year period.,That would consist of 
1500 million in military aid and |500 
million in economic aid. 


He said he informed Kissinger that the 


Philippine government was prepared to 
accept |1 billion in military aid over that 
period with economic aid to be 
negotiated in a separate agreement. 
- "The secretary just nodded," Romulo 
said, speaking in a telephone interview 
with The Associated Press from his 
hotel suite in New York, where he is 
attending the United Nations General 
Assembly. 


Romulo, who was with Kistinger in 


Mexico for the Inauguration of President 
Jose Lopez PortiUo, returned to New 
York on Friday. 


He said he was "amazed" when, upon 


his arrival at the airport, he was met by 
a State Department official who 
presented him with a draft agreement 
containing the same provisions he had 
rejected in his meeting with Kissinger. 
He said the State department wanted 
the draft signed on Saturday. 


Romulo said he subsequently called 


Manila and verified that his 
government's position had not changed. 


"This seemed an effort to pressure us 


into signing an agreement," Romulo 
said. "Someone is in a hurry to have it 
signed." 


Adding to Romulo'stllspleasure with 


the State Department were news reports 
'asserting that the Philippines had 
reached agreement with the United 
States and then backed out following the 
personal intervention of President Per- 
dinand E. Marcos. 
, 


•'There was never an agreement to 


begin with," he said, attributing the 
news reports to what be said were of- 
ficially Inspired leaks. 


State Department spokesman Robert 


Funseth declined comment on Romulo's 
remarks. 


Since April, the two nations have been 


negotiating the future of several V.S.- 
controlled installations in the Philip- 
pines, the most important of which are 
Clark Air Base and Subic Bay Naval Sta- 
tion. About 13,000 U.S. servicemen are 
based in the Philippines. 


Aside from the aid package, the two 


countries have been at odds over Philip- 
pine demands for sovereignty over the 
facilities, on the one hand, and U.S. in- 
sistence on continued operational con- 
trol, on the other. 


U.S. officials say the facilities have 


taken on added importance urrecent 
- years because of the loss of U.S. military 
facilities elsewhere,in Southeast Asia 
and the increased Soviet military ac- 
tivities in the Indian Ocean.

Toms River, N. J., the pilot; Karl Elms, 
51, Charles Riedenger, 40, and Jack 
Williams, all of Forked River, and 
Roseanne Buckley, 32, of Barnegat, N. J. 


Victims of one of the two planes in- 


volved in the crash over the Hudson 
River were Steven A. Garrido, 28 of Clif- 
ton, N. J., the pilot and a flying instruc- 
tor; and his student, Irene Kapnas, 24, of 
New York City. 


They were passengers in a single- 


engine Cessna 172 that hit a twin-engine 


Piper Navajo over the river near the 
Tappan Zee Bridge. 


Victims of the Navajo were not iden- 


tified immediately but two of the 
passengers were reported to be from 
Baltimore, Md. 


In New Jersey, authorities in Lacey 


Township, near Forked River, said the 
Piper had been buzzing low over the 
town for three hours before it hit a 100- 
foot radio tower, then flew 450 feet into a 
high-power line and crashed into the wall 
of the United Methodist Church.

Th at wou ld consist of 
9900 million in military aid and $900 
million in economic aid. 
He said h e informed Kissinger th at th e 
Ph ilip p ine government was p rep ared to 
accep t $1 billion in military aid over th at 
p eriod with economic aid to be 
negotiated in a sep arate agreement. 
“Th e secretary ju st nodded,” Romu lo 
said, sp eaking in a telep h one interview 
with Th e Associated Press from h is 
h otel su ite in New York, wh ere h e is 
attending th e United Nations General 
Assembly . 


Romu lo, wh o was with Kissinger in 
Mex ico for th e inau gu ration of President 
Jose Lop es Portillo, retu rned to New 
York on Friday .

He said h e was “amax ed” wh en, u p on 
h is arrival at th e airp ort, h e was met by 
a State Dep artment official wh o 
p resented h im with a draft agreement 
containing th e same p rovisions h e h ad 
rejected in h is meeting with Kissinger.

shortfall is probed 


Omaha (U PI) — American Beef Packer« is investigating 
the possible disappearance of about $100,000 from the safe of a 
subsidiary some time ago, a newsletter to stockholders have 
been told. 


In the notice sent out in preparation for the firm's annual 
meeting, the company also mentioned an action filed by the 
Securities and Exchange Commission in U.S. District Court in 
Omaha. 


The SEC action, among other things, seeks removal of 
Frank West, former American Beef president, from the board. 


The notice said the company had “ received information 
alleging that an officer of R oberts Dairy Co., at the time it was 
a subsidiary . . . may have kept in his possession for a short 
period of time approximately $390,000 in cash." The money was 
later put in a safe at the dairy and $100,000 disappeared without 
an accounting. 


Charles H. Foster, corporate secretary, said in the notice 
the investigation into the incident is continuing. 
Cal Fisher, an owner of R oberts and president both now and 
under previous American Beef ownership, said he has no per­ 
sonal knowledge of the matter. He said, however, during the 
months immediately before American Beef filed for voluntary 
bankruptcy in January 1975, money was being transferred from 
the dairy in an effort to keep American Beef afloat. 


Fisher said the transfers were legal because American 
Beef owned nearly all R oberts stock. 
Also raised in the SEC action were questions about $515,947 
worth of meat prepared at the company’s Oakland, Iowa, plant 
during August and September 1973. R ecords don’t show the 
meat was delivered and don’t show any money was received.
